Fort Hayes Officials Draft Plan 


for National Defense, 


DETAILS OF TRAINING SYSTEM 


Available For Firgt 
and 
Organized Re- 
National Guard 
Line 
Defense 
serve Units Allocated For Mobillza 
Won and Training—No Actual Mo­ 
bilization 
lntended-*-Officers 
As­ 
signed to “Mythical Units.” 
I 
Columbus, Aug. 18.—At Fort Hayes, 
headquarters of the Fifth corps area, 
United States army, officers in the 
division on w ar plans are working 
o u t details in preparation for national 
d efense day, Sept. 12. 
This division has worked diligently 
Since the defense act was passed by 
congress in 1920 to carry into execu­ 
tion provisions of the act as they 
affect Ohio, Indiana, West Virginia 
and Kentucky, the four states ot the 
.area, 
and 
has 
prepared 
elaborate 
m aps showing in uetail the allocation 
of various units of the regular army, 
national guard and organized reserve 
within these states. 
Under the defense act Ohio, in case 
of emergency, would ne able to raise 
two complete divisions of troops, the 
37th national guard division and the 
83rd organized reserve division; also 
several 
non-divisional 
units 
of 
re­ 
serve and a poition of the Fifth regu 
lar army division. 
The purpose of 
the act is said to be to outline a work 
ing organization which may be called 
into 
immediate 
action 
in 
case 
of 
emergency, without 
delays of 
con­ 
scription, 
training 
of 
officers 
and 
mobilization, such 
as this 
country 
passed through during the world war, 
and the test in Septem ber will show 
w hether such a system is practicable 
In event of an emergency, the na­ 
tional guard could be mobilized im 
mediately as a division, but the or­ 
ganized reserves would of necessity 
be put through a process of mobiliza­ 
tion and training plier to concentra­ 
tion as a division. 
Allocations of or­ 
ganized reserve units have been com­ 
puted after careful consideration of 
the manpower of 
each 
community, 
and the character of the personnel it 
will produce. 
The location 
of 
re­ 
serve units is carried out similar to 
the system of establishing quotas in 
various 
communities 
during 
war 
drives for finances. 
To illustrate the training 
system 
mapped out at Fort Hayes for the or­ 
ganized reserve in case of emergency, 
company L, 330th infantry, part of 
the 165th infantry brigade, is allo­ 
cated to Darke county, with 
head­ 
quarters and mobilization 
point at 
Greenville. 
Officers for company L 
would be assigned as far as possible 
from those residing in Darke county. 
Prior to organization of this company 
these officers would be sent to a cen­ 
tral camp, together with certain en­ 
listed specialists, and given prelimin­ 
ary training. 
They would then return 
to Greenville and receive from the 
draft board for that* district the nec­ 
essary men to fill the unit. 
After 
training the company at Greenville a 
period of approximately five weeks, 
they would proceed to Piqua, head­ 
quarters of the Third battalion, 330th 
infantry, of which company L is part. 
At Piqua they would be joined by 
company M from Sidney and 
com­ 
pany 
I 
from 
Bellefontaine, 
which 
would be undergoing the same pro­ 
cess of organization during this time. 
After a week or two of training at 
Piqua the battalion would proceed to 
Bucyrus and be joined by the other 
two battalions of the 330th infantry, 
and with the organization complete 
train as a regiment from one to two 
weeks. 
The regim ent would then pro­ 
ceed to Cincinnati, Join the 329th in­ 
fantry and form the 165th infantry 
brigade. 
The brigade would train ap­ 
proximately one month and then be 
ordered by the war 
departm ent to 
concentrate with the rest of the 83rd 
division. 
In this manner, with allocation of 
troop areas made before conscription, 
the delay 
of 
concentration, separa­ 
tion into organisations and training 
would be reduced to a minimum and 
th e organized reserve prepared for 
actual 
service 
much 
more 
quickly 
than was the national array of the 
world war. 
Meanwhile the national 
guard would have been available for 
th e first line of defense because of its 
constant training. 
The defense test next month will 
attem pt to show by simulation the 
first steps of this process. 
There will 
b i no actual mobilization, but reserve 
officers 
assigned to ’mythical 
units 
will be In readiness for actual duty 
In case they are needed.

Limitation on Land and Sea—De­ 
pends on Germany’s Final Accept­ 
ance of Dawes Plan. 


W ashington, Aug. 18.—Informal as­ 
surances have been given President 
Coolidge that the powers of Europe 
and Asia will be disposed to con­ 
sider favorably an invitation to a sec­ 
ond disarm am ent conference once the 
reparations problems are settled. 
Hope is eptertained that the last of 
the reparation questions may be dis­ 
posed of within the next few weeks, 
based, of course, on the assumption 
that Germany will undertake to carry 
out In good faith the 
Dawes plan 
adopted by the allied powers. 
Should an amicable settlem ent of 
the reparation issue be reached in 
the near future, it is not unlikely that 
President Coolidge will forward in­ 
vitations to a second 
disarm am ent 
conference late in the fall, and if 
conditions are favorable, lie will pro­ 
pose that the conference be held late 
In October. W ashington officials have 
no reason to believe that such a con­ 
ference would 
be held 
until some 
m onths after the invitations went out 
and the acceptances 
had 
been 
re­ 
ceived. 
But that date could be fixed 
and the place of meeting selected by 
Informal agrem ent long before the 
conference itself should convene. 
Further limitation of land and sea 
forces and the codification of inter­ 
national law are Hie objects which 
the president hopes to realize in the 
next international conference. 
Although declining to discuss Irs 
informal 
conversations with 
states­ 
men of Europe since his return to 
Washington, 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Hughes is believed to 
have 
urged 
upon them the im portance 
to 
the 
world at large of a further and sweep­ 
ing reduction in arm am ents both on 
land and sea. 
It is mid erst od here that. if tho 
reparation 
tangle 
eventually 
is 
straightened out and prim* causes of 
friction between the European pow­ 
ers removed or even minimizt dj both 
French and British will he willing to 
permit a discussion of land forces. 
The British were willing to go into 
the question at the W ashington con­ 
ference, provided the French would 
do so. 
But when it was realized tT-.at 
France would not consider 
further 
demobilization of her army the Brit­ 
ish also dropped the subject. 
In view of the assurances given the 
president made

once more with a view' to lightening 
further the burdens which excessive

A C K in 1919 we cr I led your p a r­ 
ticular attention t*i conditions of 
depletion in the gas fields of 
W est V irginia from w hich T h e Logan 
Gas C om pany receives a part of its 
supply.

These technical experts had com ­ 
pleted 
a 
painstaking survey of 
the 
field only a few days prior to their a p ­ 
pearance before the Commission, and 
the conclusion of their testimony was 
that this field that was developed in 
1902, w ith a 
rock pressure of 966 
pounds per square inch, had declined 
to 136 pounds. 
T h is show ing so im ­ 
pressed the Ohio Commission that it 
issued a w arn in g to the public against 
a wasteful use of gas, and insisted that 
the provisions of its A dm inistrative 
O rd e r No. 46, prom ulgated in 1916, 
should continue in effect with a d d i­ 
tional restrictions to the use of gas in 
large quantities du ring cold weather. 


T h is action of tile Commission was 
supplem ented by a proclamation issued

A good stock of drawn combs Is the 
most valuable asset that a beekeeper 
can have, especially lf one Is a pro­ 
ducer of extracted honey. 
They are 
of particular value in a season when 
the honey crop Is light, because they 
enable the bees to store what little 
nectar is available instead of using It 
for the building of new comb. 
Every 
beekeeper should endeavor to have a 
number of new i-cmbs drawn during a 
rood season to replace any that may 
become damaged or broken. 
A good comb Is one that Is straight 
and containing as few drone cells as 
possible. 
It must also be firmly at­ 
tached to the frame on all four sides 
and strongly supported In the frame 
by means of wire.
